to discover Vacancies and to aid them 
in securing posts 
Until this 
time it has been 
custo­ 
mary for those graduates who desire 
to teach to seek 
positions by joining 
a teacher’s employment agency which 
was costly to the students. 
This ser­ 
vice the college bureau is to rodder to 
th** graduate* 
each fe a r and to 
ex 
perienced teachers among the alumni 
of the college. 
Besides saving those desiring to 1m*- 
come 
teachers 
the amount 
of 
the 
agency fee, these men and women will 
receive the benefit of th** direct m eth­ 
od of filling 
vacancies, as many 
who 
contemplate taking 
up the 
teaching 
profession never 
apply to an agency 
outside. 
Dr. C. F 
Sanders and D r. Frank 
Kramer, of th** 
educational 
depart­ 
ment, have been appointed to conduct 
the Bureau of Appointments* and will 
in the near future sen*! out circular 
letters 
to principals 
of high schools 
ami county school superintendents 
in 
the surrounding districts, telling them 
of th** existence of such a bureau. By 
this method the schools that especially 
desire 
instructors 
from 
Gettysburg 
will have the opportunity of securing 
th e m . 


Graduates who Have 
been in 
the 
teaching profession 
for a number of 
years will be 
listed and it is the 
in­ 
tention of the bureau to keep in touch 
with 
students 
who entered 
in 
the 
teaching 
profession 
within the 
last 
fifteen years. 
With this system in ef­ 
fect the bureau 
w ill not only be 
able 
to supply teachers rust going out from 
college but will be able to recommend 
experienced teachers as well as super­ 
intendents and principals. 
Thi* plan for placing their gradu­ 
ates in desirable 
positions has 
long 
been established in the large univer­ 
sities, but few of the small colleges of 
Pennsylvania have attempted it. With 
this feature added 
to the educational 
department* the college Will have 
an 
important 
advantage 
to offer. 
Al­ 
though students desiring to teach have 
had no difficulty in locating vacancies, 
by this system the 
student will have 
the opportunity of selecting his posi­ 
tion rather than the school 
selecting 
th** student-teaeher 
as has been 
the 
c a se .
